{as his (olliciting the Bleſſed Virgin to intercede to Chriſt 
for pardon ; of his thrice denying him, ani our Saviours 
making him and his ſucceſſors his Vicars here on Earth, and 
the like) as appearerch in the Animadverhions upon it. 
Sc. Hark 1s reported tobe with him at Rome, where he 
wrot his Goſpel (fone ſay) in Latine, the Original yer re- 
maininz in Yemce ; afterward; tranſlated into Greek by 
himſelf : bur this 1s onely Jeſuirical Tradition,which makes 
Mark the Evangelilt St, Peters Convert, differing from 
Fohn Mark that accompanyed St. Paul, which the Scripture 
menttoneth. 

2. ANDREW, was firſt a Diſciple of John Bapriff, then 
(upon his teſiimony ) a Follo ver of our Saviours ; to whom 
he brought his Prother Peter. 2, He is ſaid to be the Apo- 
file of the Scythians, Sogdians and Dacians, to be Cruci- 
fied by cEgeas King of Edeſſa, and buryed at Parras in 
Achata. 

3. JAMEs of Zebedre was the firſt of the Apoſtles thar 
ſuffered Martyrdom under Herod in Jeruſalem, and there 
was buryed ; his Bones were ſaid to be tranſlated afterwards 
to Campoſiella in Spain, where Pilgrims make ſuperſtitious 
Journeys to viſit them.

( as Foſuas Was 300 to deſtroy the Idolatry of Bethel be- or , ay 
fore it was performed ) he was Grand-child ro Aft5ages the : 
oreat King of Media, by his daughter Mandana, whom he 
married to (ambyſes a mean Gentleman of Perſia, ro fruſtrate rerodurys; 
a depoſfing , which he had dreamed ſhould grow upon «fin. 
him, out ofhis Daughters Loyns : but mens purpoſes rather 
ſtoop to,than ſtop Gods purpoſes.

There 
were forty five Seſſions of this Councel, tn It are con- 
demned forty five Articles of Fohn Wickliffe whoſe dody 
moreover is ordered to be- taken out of the Sepulcher | 
and burnt-to aſhes. That which 1s aſcribed to him in the 
- ſixth Article (Dew dedit obedire Diabulo ſhould be read 
Deus dedit) as Beruard of Lutzenburge hathit, 6, Con- 
cerning the injuries and burning of Fohn Hwſſe and Hie- 
roms of Prage (againſt the promiſed ſafe conduR of the 
Emperour) there are large Tragidies. The Fathers con- 
clude the Councel to be above the Pope , which ſayours
